ties paid ove.r $50,000 in boun- 
ties this past year, -Elmer S. 
Hall, secretary of state, an- 
nounces. 
This means that at least 4,000 


wolves were 
paid

maximum bounty was Riven for 
each of the skins brought to the 
county clerk. The state pays 
S10 and counties $10'to each 
person who kills a full grown 
wolf, -while S4 is paid for cubs,- 
and 52 for foxes. 


Louis Naprler, deputy prohi-

gerous. "Protect them during adoles- 
conse and early maturity, particularly 
against tuerculosis.' he said, "and lat- 
er against the diseases of degenera- 
tion.

Who Runs The Country? 


W 


HO are the men who direct the reins 
of the invisible government in this 


country? Who are the men, controlling 
the railroads, the coal mines, the steel 
mills, and the oil resources, who wield a-, 
economic power that is threatening poli- 
tical sovereignty in this country? 


These are questions which were recent- 


ly discussed in a notable speech by Con- 
gressman Edward E. Browne of Wiscon- 
sin. 
Congressman Brownie in his speech 


in Congress maintained that 
the coal 


strike is simply an effort on the part of 
the financial oligarchy of the country to 
make profits by holding up the price of 
ooal and by deflating labor. Among other 
things, Congresfeman Browne said: 


The average retail selling price of bituminous 


coal" March 1 was S10.-11, of which 
the coal 


minors received not to exceed $1.97. If the op- 
erators of the mines are successful in reducing 
the wages of the minors 25 per cent, the maxi- 
mum reduction the consumer" would get would 
be 49 cent on the ton. But the operators are 
not going to put themselves to the trouble of 
conducting a labor war just for the sake of sav- 
ing the public some money. They will keep a 
large share of the '19 cents for themselves. If 
*hp coal operators were generous enough to di- 
vide the wage cut on a 50-50 basis with the pub- 
lic we would get our coal 25 cents per ton less 
than we do now, while the miner who now earns 
too little to tive decently will be deprived of 
one-fourth of his wage*. 


That the coal mines'are controlled in 


Wall Street and that Wall Street is back 
of the present coal strike was also claim- 
ed by Mr. Browne. On this point, he said: 


In a time like this, when we are- recovering 


from the effects of the World War, when there is 
widespread industrial depression, with 5,000,000 
men out of employment, is it right for the op- 
erators of the mines to take advantage of the 
necessities of their employees, ignore the re- 
quest of the Government 01 the United States 
to meet its Conciliation Board, repudiate a writ- 
ten contract with their employees, and cause 
widespread suffering to the consumers of coal 
throughout the United States?

transportation, and a large part of the 
oped water powers of the United States. 


These are the men who are really 


threatening to undermine the fundamen- 
tal principles of American government. 
When the political sovereignty of the 
American people, as typified by the na- 
tional capitol at Washington, is super- 
seded by the economic power of a group 
of Wall Street financial autocrats, then 
American institutions are in realdanger. 


Mr. Bryan's Religion 


(From The Nation) 


Mr. Bryan's thunder against evolution has 


come in for a surprising amount of support in 
this twentieth century and for much caustic 
condemnation. Most of that criticism, how- 
ever cogent it may be intellectually, seems to 
us to miss the human significance of his pas- 
sionate denial of the evolutionary, hypothesis. 
Whatever his faults, Mr. Bryan is1 possessed of 
sympathies wider than those of the sectarian; 
he has been a crusader, according to his lights, 
for the people's cause. Yet at the close of the 
Great war -this silver-tongued champion of vari- 
ous economic theories, thU apostle of world 
peace, is more concerned to 'prove th»t men 
are not descended from monkeys than to show 
them how they might use even their simian 
heritage to improve their world. It ii worth 
while to ask why. 


Quite obviously Mr. Bryan's interest is not 


scientific or intellectual though he hi at rather 
pathetic pains to rationalize his position. Nor, 
we think, does it spring from-a rooted aver- 
sion to relationship with the .animal kingdom, 
b,.-t rather from the settled belief that without 
!•:» authority of inerrant Scripture he can have 
!,o sure hold on God. Less consistent than 
Voliva of Zion City, he does not affirm that the 
i-.-.rth is fiat —though this is also the plain 
.caching of the Bible. That controversy has 
ooon settled and Mr. Bryan unconsciously in- 
berprots the ancient coejnology' as poetic. He 
cannot do as much with the creation stories, 
nr.<! since he cannot he must believe them, else

NOTED SURGEON URGES WAR SURGERY 


FOR INDUSTRIAL CASUALTIES 


In the first public statement made by him 


since his return from France, where for four 
years he -worked both as operating and con- 
sulting surgeon for the allied armies, Dr. 
Joseph A. Blake recently called upon employers 
and employees to unite to provide adequate 
facilities for the surgical and medical treat- 
ment of the' industrially injured.

United States are injured while at work, ac- 
cording to Dr. Blake. , Because .of the lack of 
hospitals specially equipped to take 'care of in- 
dustrial cases, only a small percentage of these 
men receive the care which they need. 


"The war taught- medical 'men many valuable 


things," said Dr. Blake, "particularly in the 
treatment of . -wounds and> fractures? and most 
of this knowledge has » practical application 
in the treatment of the industrially injured. 
But much of .this valuable information will be 
lost or rendered useless .unless a -systematic 
effort is made, to make use of it at once in- all 
the big industrial, centers of the country. 


"At present thewti* only one hospital in lie 


entire country t^J^is wholly' dedicated to the 
cause of the disjibjed -worker, the Reconstruc: 
tion. hospital'. tff^"New York— and-, although 
equipped with ^.aHithe' new operating and after 


- 
treatment- app««u* Jthitf -was invented dur 
ing the war, it can take care of only a fraction 
of a per, cent of the industrial injured because 
of its limited .quarter^ 


"By making the Reconstruction/ hospital a 


model upon which others can . be patterned, 
however, its creators and supporters hope to 
supply'the nucleus for a nation-wide hospital 
system which will supply the industrial work- 
ers—the soldiers in the great army of peace—- 
with the same kind of special medical and sur-. 
gical attention as the governments made every 
effort to provide for the soldiers who fought 
in-, the great war. Only it should be possible 
to do a great deal more for the injured worker 
than for the soldier because in caring: for. him 
there are none of the handicaps of war to con- 
tend with. 


"The first step to be taken should be the se- 


curing of a better understanding on the part 


taking the best care of the injured or sick in- 
dustrial worker. f Compensation laws are not 
enough. 
The injured worker is entitled to 


special treatment by experts—the same treat- 
ment that his employer would want if'similarly 
injured. And it is economy to give it to him. 
If he breaks his arm he is entitled to more than 
first aid and a plaster cast. He is entitled to 
a proper setting of the broken bones and con- 
stant attention until ihe break is properly 
healed."

"A Frenchman of the highest rank, who has 


iitherto refused to be interviewed," has "con- 
sented" to express himself to a correspondent 
of one of our contemporaries, and among other 
opinions vouchsafes us the following: '.'Person- 
ally, I believe that if th^ United States persists 
in. its attitude of haughty indifference, it will 
lead to stagnation in commerce and the death 
of international exchange." 


If French official opinion interprets the Aib- 


erican attitude toward European affairs as on« 
of "haughty indifference," it must be the vic; 


tira of something very like a •willful perversion • 
of recent history. From April 6, 1917, at least 
the French and the world have had ample proof 
that the American attitude > toward Europe is 
anything but one of indifference, haughty or 
humble. If this Frenchman of highest rank 
really means what, he says, he rates our intelli- 
gence very low. Europe owes us billions. We 
are suffering acutely from European conditions. 
Unless we were the stupidist people on earth 
we'could not be indifferent, and. of course we 
are not. 


It gets \i« nowhere to use phrases of that 


soi-t. They obstruct, understanding, which is 
the only basis of safe co-operation. The Unit- 
ed'States has poured blood into the soil of 
F.rance. Is that haughty indifference? 
It has 


loaned billions .for the cause upon which 
France's survival as a first rate power, depend- 
ed. It is even now pouring billions into Europe 
in the form of security investments and goods 
upon commercial credits. This is not indiffer- 
ence. 


America is not indifferent to Europe. But it 


does not propose to'guarantee conditions it be- 
lieves are trouble breeding, and it does not pro- 
pose to involve itself in the solution of problems 
whit"-, jit is the duty, of European governments 
to solve. '.When .Europe -has laid a sound foun- 
dation i for reconstruction,, America will con- 
tritHite its full share to the rebuilding.
